As tongues or languages are 
last in importance (vs. 28), they 
are also last in order of frequency 
(vs. 10). Hence, we are not sur- 
prised to find that only one clear 
case of the miraculous gift of 
tongues, that is at Pentecost, is 
described in the Bible. Tongues 
are mentioned elsewhere, meaning 


_ foreign languages, but there is no 


other particular case of the gift 
of tongues mentioned, as far as 
we can clearly know. Acts 10:46 
mentions that Cornelius and his 
household spake with tongues. 
Acts 19:6 tells that a dozen other 
Christians at Ephesus spoke with 
foreign languages. It is not said 
that either was the miraculous 
gift of tongues. 


The gifts of an apostle, called 
as were the tweive and later the 
Apostie Paul, to speak with di- 
vine authority in the setting up 
of the New Testament doctrine 
and practice, and the setting up 
ef the local churches, were the 
most important gifts. I believe 
that the same gifts of an apostle 
were given to those who were 
divinely inspired to write parts of 
the Bible. In fact, a number of 
the apostles — Matthew, John, 
Paul, Peter and James—-were in- 
spired to write parts of the New 
Testament, 

These ministry gifts which the 
Holy Spirit gives to individual 
Christians for the service of 
Christ interest us profoundly. 
The following questions about 
them will indicate the matter 
dealt with in this chapter. 


First, are these ministry gifts 
given indiscriminately to every 
Christian, as some other works 
of the Holy Spirit are given to 
every Christian? For example, 
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it is certain that the Holy Spirit 
dwells in the body of every Chris- 
tian (Rom. 8:9; I Cor. 6:19, 20). 
The Holy Spirit has regenerated 
every Christian and made him a 
part of the body of Christ, and in 
some degree is the Comforter 
and the Guide and the Witness 
and Seal of salvation and the 
Prayer-Helper of every Christian. 
These are the ordinary and usual 
works of the Holy Spirit which 
every Christian experiences. in 
some degree. Now are the minis- 
try gifts mentioned in I Corin- 
thians, chapter 12, the ordinary 
and usual work of the Holy Spirit, 
or are they extraordinary endue- 
ments and enablings such as many 
Christians never have, and such 
as come only when people are 
filled with the Holy Spirit? I 
think we can clearly prove that 
these ministry gifts are the un- 
usual and extraordinary manifes- 
tations of the Holy Spirit in peo- 
ple who are filled with the Holy 
Spirit, with a supernatural en- 
duement of power for service. 

Second, were the Old Testa- 
ment prophets, who spoke for 
God and sometimes worked mir- 
acles and prophesied, filled with 
the Holy Spirit as New Testa- 
ment Christians sometimes were? 
Did they have these same minis- 
try gifts of I Corinthians 12? 
Beyond any doubt we feel we can 
prove that they did have these 
same ministry gifts and were 
filled with the Holy Spirit just 
as New Testament Christians 
were at Pentecost and on some 
other occasions. 


I. The Ministry Gifts Were 
Always the Manifestation 
of the Fullness of the 
Holy Spirit 


At Pentecost, we are told, those 


120 waiting in the upper room 
were “all filled with the Holy 
Ghost.”” The term, “Filled with 


the Holy Ghost,” or “Filled with 
the Spirit,” is a common term in 
the New Testament for a super- 
natural enduement of power for 
service. There are a number of 
evidences that only when. filled 
with the Holy Spirit did Chris- 
tians have these supernatural 
manifestations, the ministry gifts. 

And in the churches today we 

might have the same wonderful 

manifestations of the power of 

God, the gifts of the Holy Spirit 

to equip men for service, with 

prophecy and miracles and heal- 
ings, as promised, if all God’s peo- 
ple were taught to seek God’s 
face and meet God's’ require- 
ments to be filled with the Holy 

Spirit in Bible fashion. But we 

believe that these ministry gifts 

are never given except as Chris- 
tians are filled with the Holy 

Spirit. 

l The Example of the Lord 
Jesus Christ Proves the Min- 
istry Gifts Are Simply Mani- 

festations of the Fullness 
of the Spirit 


The Lord Jesus is our Example. 
He said to His disciples the day 
He rose from the dead, “As my 
Father hath sent me even so send 
I you” (John 20:21). 

In His high priestly prayer the 
night before He was crucified, 
Jesus identified all Christians with 
Himself in these wonderful words: 

_ “They are not of the world, 
even as I am not of the world. 

Sanctify them through thy 

truth: thy word is truth. As 

thou hast sent me into the 
world, even so have I also 
sent them into the world.”— 

John 17:16-18. 

Just as the Father sent Jesus, 
so He sends us Christians into 
the world. 

The same night Jesus had told 
the disciples He was going away, 
but that the work which He did, 
Christians should do also. “Verily, 
verily, I say unto you, He that 
believeth on me, the works that 
I do shall he do also; and greater 
works than these shall he do; be- 
cause I go unto my Father” (John 
14:12). 


It is clear that we take the 


place of Jesus Christ in this 
world. We are to preach as He 
would preach. We are to have 
the mind of Christ and do the 
work of Christ. We are to do 
even greater works than He did, 
because His personal ministry 
was cut short. 

And, since we are to do the 
work that Jesus did, we must 
have the power that Jesus had. 
We have shown elsewhere that 
Jesus, our dear Saviour, was fill- 
ed with the Holy Sp..it wonder- 
fully at His baptism in the River 
Jordan (Luke 3:21, 22). When 
we read the fourth chapter of 
Luke we will find that Jesus, 
after the Holy Spirit came upon 
Him, set out to do the work of 
His public ministry. He was “full 
of the Holy Ghost,” was “led by 
the Spirit” (Luke 4:1). He “re- 
turned in the power of the Spirit 
into Galilee” (Luke 4:14). Then 
He read the text in Isaiah 61:1, 
“The Spirit of the Lord is upon 
me, because he hath anointed me 
to preach the gospel to the poor. 

.” (Luke 4:18). And then He 
said, “This day is this scripture 
fulfilled in your ears” (Luke 4: 
21). 

Before this time Jesus. had 
never worked a miracle, never 
preached a sermon, never healed 
a sick person, never cleaned a 
leper, never won a soul! Now, 
filled with the Holy Spirit, He 
began His mighty ministry. In 
Acts 10:38 Peter said, ‘How -God 
anointed Jesus of Nazareth with 
the Holy Ghost and with power: 
who went about doing good, and 
healing all that were oppressed 
of the devil; for God was with 
him.” You see, the ministry of 
the Lord Jesus was in the power 
of the Holy Spirit, which power 
He received when the Holy Spirit 
came upon Him visibly like a 


dove, following His baptism in 
the River Jordar. 
Now notice this carefully; the 


Lord Jesus never manifested any 
of the ministry gifts until after 
He was endued with power, filled 
with the Holy Spirit. Jesus was 
pure. He was sinless. He was 
perfectly pleasing to God before 
He was filled with the Spirit. But 
He worked no miracles, He 
brought no revelations from God, 
He healed no sick. He could not 
be said to have the gift of pro- 
phecy, nor the gift of healing, 
nor the gift of miracles, nor any 
of the ministry gifts, until He 
was filled with the Holy Spirit. 

Thus, it seems we may rightly 
declare that the ministry gifts are 
the manifestations of the fullness 
of the Holy Spirit and that they 
never appear except in people 
filled with the Holy Ghost. 

2. Speaking With Tongues at 
Pentecost Was a Ministry Gift 
Following the Fullness of 
the Holy Spirit 

Speaking with tongues or the 
gift of tongues is the least of the 
ministry gifts, we understand, 
from the order in which it is men- 
tioned in I Corinthians 12:28. 
Yet it is clearly mentioned as one 
of the ministry gifts. And it is 
important to notice that this 
ministry gift appeared at Pente- 
cost after the fullness of the Holy 
Spirit. In Acts 2:4 we read, “And 
they were all filled with the Holy 
Ghost, and began to speak with 
other tongues, as the Spirit gave 
them utterance.” It was not a 
babble of sounds, but it was the 
miraculous gift of speaking to 
others in their own foreign lan- 
guages so they could hear the 


gospel. But that gift appeared 
only when these disciples were 
filled with the Holy Spirit. May 


we not say, then, that the min- 
istry gifts are the manifestations 
of the fullness of the Holy Spirit? 
I believe that is a fair conclusion 
from the use of tongues or foreign 
languages by the gift of the Spirit 
at Pentecost. 


3. The Gift of Prophecy At Pen- 
tecost Came Only After the 
Fullness of the Spirit 


What happened at Pentecost? 
A number of things happened. 
But one thing that happened was 
that a certain prophecy from Joel 
2:28, 29 was fulfilled. Peter, 
standing up on the day of Pente- 
cost to explain the phenomenon 
that had taken place, said the 
following: 

“But this is that which was 
spoken by the prophet Joel; 
And it shall come to pass in 
the last days, saith God, I will 


pour out of my Spirit upon 


all flesh: and your sons and 
your daughters shall prophe- 
#y, and your young men shall 
see visions, and your old men 
shall dream dreams: And on 
my servants and on my hand- 
maidens I will pour out m 
those days of my Spirit; and 
they shall prophesy.”—Acts 
2:16-18. 


He quoted more of Joel's pro- 
phecy, but that is sufficient for 


our. purpose. Joel had foretold, 
by the inspiration of the Holy 
Spirit, that “in the last days, 


saith God, I will pour out of my 
Spirit upon all flesh: and your 
sons and your daughters’ shall 
prophesy...” And again, “And 
on my servants and on my hand- 
maidens I will pour out in those 
days of my Spirit; and they shall 
prophesy.” Now Peter says, by 
divine inspiration, that prophecy 
is fulfilled at least in part. Here 


are people filled with the Holy 
Spirit as Joel said, and _ they 
prophesy! 

So when people preached the 


gospel and witnessed for Christ, 
filled with the Holy Spirit, they 
were prophesying. It is only in- 
cidental that some of them pro- 
phesed in foreign languages. But 
the important thing is that they 
did prophesy, that is, they spoke 
for Christ by divine revelation 
and by divine enabling, and this 
was called prophesying, and it 
came, we are told, as a result of 
the pouring out of the Holy Spirit 
upon Christian people. 

Clearly we have a right to say 
that prophecy in this case was a 
manifestation of the fullness of 
the Spirit upon Christians. 

When we study the prophecy 
of Joel further, we find that “the 
last days’ which began at Pente- 
cost are still in existence, and 
the promise of Joel for the pour- 
ing out of the Holy Spirit is 


good for the whole age. The 
wonders in the heavens and in 
the earth—blood, and fire, and 


pillars of smoke, the sun turned 
into darkness—and the term, 
“the great and terrible day of 
the Lord,” indicate that even 
down to the closing days of this 
age and the great tribulation 
time, this promise is true. And 
immediately following, the first 
verses of the third chapter of 
Joel tell about the restoration of 
a remnant of the nation Israel, 
the gathering of the nations to 
the battle of Armageddon, etc. It 
is quite clear, then, that the pour- 
ing out of the Holy Spirit, caus- 
ing God’s people to prophesy or 
to witness for Him with a divine 
revelation and enabling, is to con- 
tinue during this age, as God's 
people meet God's requirements 
for His fullness. So the ministry 
gifts mentioned in I Corinthians 
12 are obviously the manifesta- 
tions of the fullness. of the Spirit. 
4. The Gift of Miracles Likewise 

Is Only Given As a Manifes- 

tation of the Fullness 
of the Holy Spirit 
First Corinthians 12:10 and 28

gift of the Holy Spirit for service 
and witnessing. It is a ministry 
gift. Doubtless we should expect 
that when people are filled with 
the Holy -Spirit, sometimes, as 
the Holy Spirit Himself divides 
severally as He will the gifts to 
different people, some miracles 
will appear. But they will never 
appear except as people are filled 
with the Holy Spirit. 

Of course miracles were never 
frequent. Elijah raised one from 
the dead. Elisha raised another. 
Paul raised one, and Peter one. 
Most of the great apostles and 
prophets named in the Bible 
never -raised anybody from the 
dead. Miracles were never fre- 
quent. They would not be fre- 
quent now if many, many of 
God’s people were filled with the 
Holy Spirit. But we may be sure 
that they would never appear ex- 
cept as a manifestation of the full- 
ness of the Holy Spirit. 

. Notice_in the book of Acts how 
miracles followed the fullness of 
the Spirit. The second chapter of 
Acts is filled with miracles which 
occurred on the day of Pentecost. 
There was a sound of a cyclonic, 
mighty wind. There was the vis- 
ible tongues like as of fire sitting 
on Christians. There was. the 
miraculous gift of tongues. These 
miracles were obviously accom- 
paniments and manifestations of 


| the fullness of the Holy Spirit. 


But when you read on, these 
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same Spirit-filled people, we dis, 
cover, saw other miracles.

boldness.’’ The earthquake and the. 
fullness of the Spirit came 
gether. The earthquake oak 
evidently a miraculous manifesta 
tion of the Holy Spirit. 

And it is important to see 
the disciples, praying in the 
ceding verse for the power of t 
Holy Spirit to come upon 
afresh, asked that God w 
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stretch forth His hand to heal, 
“and that signs and wonders may 
be dor® by the name of thy holy 
child Jesus” (Acts 4:30). They 
asked for miracles, and the full- 
ness of the Holy Spirit came and 
with it the manifestation of mir- 
acles. 


In the follo*ving chapter, An- 
anias and Sapphira were struck 
dead (Acts 5:5-10). And then, 
“by the hands of the apostles 
were many signs and wonders 
‘Wrought among’ the * people..,’ 
(Acts 5:12).. And many sick were 
healed, and unclean spirits were 
cast out (Acts 5:16). 


Acts 6:5 tells us of the deacon 


.“Stephen, a man full of faith and 


of the Holy Ghost” (Acts 6:5), 
and then verse 8 tells us, “And 
Stephen, full of faith and power, 
did great wonders and miracles 
among the people.” 

The miracies followed the full- 
ness of the Holy Spirit. 

Let us remember that miracles 
had happened before Pentecost. 
But people were filled with the 
Holy Spirit before Pentecost, too. 
Even the twelve apostles, eleven 
of whom were filled with the Holy 
Ghost later at Pentecost, had been 
commanded by the Saviour, “Heal 
the sick, cleanse the lepers, raise 
the dead, cast out devils...” 
(Matt. 10:8). And the seventy 
othérs, also sent out by the Sav- 
iour into cities and towns whither 
He Himself would later come, re- 
turned with joy, reporting mir- 
acles. Luke 10:17 says, “And the 
seventy returned again with joy, 
saying, Lord, even the devils are 
subject unto us through thy 
name.” Then Jesus told them, 
“Behold, I give unto you power 
to tread on serpents and _ = scor- 
pions, and over all the power of 
the enemy: and nothing shall by 
any means hurt you” (Luke 10: 
19). Yet the Saviour told these 
seventy that the miracles were 
not the important thing, but they 
were to rejoice rather that their 
mames were written in Heaven. 

So, although the same disciples 
had been used of God to work mir- 
acles before, from the way miur- 
acles occurred in the book of Acts 
only as a manifestation of the 
fullness of the Holy Spirit, we 
can properly expect that they 
always occurred only as the mani- 
festation of being filled with the 
Spirit of God. Ministry gifts, 
then, are not the usual and ordi- 
mary work of the Holy Spirit 
which every Christian has. Ra- 
ther, the ministry gifts are the 
unusual and extraordinary gifts 
which people have only when 
filled with the Holy Spirit, 

First Corinthians 12:7 says, 
“But the manifestation of the 
Spirit is given to every man to 
profit withal.” God wants every 
@hristian to have not only the 
Holy Spirit abiding in Him, and 
the comfort and guidance and 
daily help of the Spirit, but the 
fullness of the Spirit and _ the 
manifestation of the Spirit. Every 
Christian has the Holy Spirit 
within him. But not every Chris- 
tian has the supernatural mani- 
festation of the Spirit in these 
ministry .gifts. But they could 
have! The gifts ar» offered, and 
the manifestation is promised to 
everyone who will meet God’s re- 
quirements. The ministry gifts 
are extraordinary, not that they 
could not be had, some of them, as 
the Spirit Himself should decide, 
by every Christian, but that they 
usually are not had because God's 
people are usually not filled with 
Holy Spirit. 

As an earnest student of re- 
\Vivals and evangelism for many, 

y years, I have been deeply 
lle with the fact that 
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God's miraculous manifestations 
frequently appear in great reviv- 
al movements. Where there was 
a mighty moving of the Holy 
Spirit, then some of God’s min- 
istry gifts have often appeared. 

Charles G. Finney in his auto- 
biography tells of the miraculous 
cure of an insane woman (p. 110); 
of a woman who was instantly 
given the power to read the Word 
of God, though she had never 
learned to read (p. 75); and of 
the sudden death of two railing 
opposers of his work, in a fashion 
that seemed to have been God's 
miraculous interposition (pp. 65 
and 166). The account of Fin- 
ney’s revivals leaves one with the 
impression that it would not be 
surprising for God to show Him- 
self in any miraculous manifes- 
tation in the midst of such full- 
ness Of the Spirit and such mighty 
power, 

In the marvelous work of D. L. 
Moody there were evidences of 
the ministry gifts of the Holy 
Spirit, too.. Moody was always 
anxious that no extreme reports 
should be given about the revivals, 
but others have told of remark- 
able, supernatural events in con- 
nection with Mr. Moody’s Spirit- 
filled work. For. example, the 
Honorable-John V, Farwell has a 
book published by Moody Press, 
Early Recollections of Dwight L. 
Moody, in which he tells the won- 
derful story of a man with hip 
disease from his early youth who 
was wonderfully healed instantly, 
when he was thirty-eight years 
old. Mr. Farwell said he and 
Moody were witnesses to the mir- 
aculous healing. 

The Spirit-filled ministry of 
John Wesley was accompanied by 
remarkable, miraculous manifes- 
tations. In Wesley’s Journal, on 
September 19, 1750, he records 
the healing of his brother in an- 
swer to the prayer of several. 
The healing was not ascribed to 
medicine but it is clearly inferred 
that God simply touched his body 
and gave him rest and strength. 

On May 8, 1741, Wesley record- 
ed his own serious illness and the 
fact that the Scripture, “These 
signs shall follow them that be- 
lieve,’ from Mark 16:17, came 
strongly to his mind and he call- 
ed on Jesus aloud. Instantly the 
pain vanished, the fever left, by 
God's mercy. 

On March .17, 1746, Wesley re- 
cords that his horse “was exceed- 
ing lame’ and that “my head 
ached more than it had done for 
some months.” Then very sensi- 
bly he records what God did in 
these words: “(What I here aver 
ig the naked fact: let every man 
account for it as he sees good.) 
I then thought, ‘Cannot God heal 
either man or beast, by any 
means, or without any?’ Immedi- 
ately my weariness and head-ache 
ceased, and my horse’s lameness 
in the same instant. Nor did he 
halt any more either that day or 
the next. A very odd accident 
this also!’ 


Wesley records the healing of 
insanity in answer to prayer and 
many other evidences of super- 
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In the little book, I Cried, He 
Answered, published by Moody 
Press, are many incidents of re- 
markable answers to prayers, as- 
sembled by Henry W. Adams, 
Norman H. Camp, William Nor- 
ton and F.. A. Steven... There is 
an introduction by Dr. Charles 
G. Trumbull, former editor of 
THE SUNDAY SCHOOL TIMES. 
One testimony is that of a stu- 
dent in Moody Bible Institute 
with a serious optic nerve trou- 
ble so that he was unable to do 
his work, Dr. R. A. Torrey, the 
Spirit - filled evangelist, had 
taught on the matter of healing 
in an institute class. This stu- 
dent went to Dr. Torrey’s home, 
was anointed and prayed for, and 
wonderfully healed in answer to 
prayer. . This incident, so fully 
authenticated, seems to be a mani- 
festation of the miraculous gift of 
the Holy Spirit which went with 
the fullness of the Spirit in the 
great revival work of Dr. Torrey. 

The casting out of demons has 
often occurred in the midst of 
great revivals. Jonathan Goforth, 
great Presbyterian missionary in 
China, in the little book, “By My 
Spirt,” has one chapter on “Evil 
Spirits Defeated and Cast Out in 
Honan.” Mrs. Howard Taylor 
tells of the wonderful miracles 
wrought in response to the be- 
lieving prayers of Pastor Hz5si. 
Hudson Taylor was once miracu- 
lously healed. And all these mir- 
aculous manifestations appeared 
with people who seemed to be 
filled with the Holy Spirit. 

To the glory of Christ, I ought 
to say that God, on a few occa- 
sions, has shown wonderful mani- 
festations in connection with my 
own work. I saw a woman, who 
had been sent home to die after 
two years in the state’s tubercu- 
losis sanitarium at Kerrville, 
Texas. She was instantly, mar- 
velously healed, as I sat by her 
bedside and prayed. In a few 
days she was doing all of her 
housework, in a few weeks she 
had gained forty pounds, and four 
years later she was in good health, 
with no recurrence of the tuber- 
culosis. 

In Roosevelt, Oklahoma, and in 
Waxahachie, Texas, I am a wit- 
ness that God struck down wick- 
ed men to instant death, men 
who had not listened to the Word 
of God and who had trifled with 
holy things, in great revivals. 

The ministry gifts of the Holy 
Spirit are manifested only as peo- 
ple are filled with the Holy Spirit 
for service. | 
it. Old Testament Prophecies 
and Miracles Manifested the 

Same Fullness of the Holy 

irit as at Pentecost 

In New Testament we have 
shown the ministry gifts, prophecy, 
miracles, etc., were simply the 
manifestation of the fullness of 
the Holy Spirit. But what about 
the miraculous manifestation in 
the Old Testament? The proph- 
ecies, divinely given, the Word of 
the Lord brought to the people,

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the Holy Land at the time of Christ. The 
story of handsome young Jonathan of Cy- 
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all stand before Him to receive 
our rewards, . 

Next, he was to cry against it. 
Nineveh had become terrifically 
wicked and God had determined to 
destroy it, if it did not repent. 
The Lord then, as He does today, 
wanted to give them an oppor- 
tunity to repent. Now, brethren, 
notice: in order to make them 
repentance-minded, the Lord 
thought it necessary that some 
one be sent to tell them of their 
sinful ways and warn them of 
judgment to come. Of course we 
are taught in many of our Bible 
colleges and seminaries that we 
should not preach against sin but 
teach love only. In other words, 
our preaching must always. be 
positive and never negative. How- 
ever, I believe the Word of God 
teaches us to preach against sin 
wherever it is found, ang I am 
quite sure that if some of our 
professors would quit theorizing 
and teach the Bible, there would 
be more preaching after the man- 
ner of the first chapter of Jonah. 

Beloved friends, if you take a 
definite stand against sin in your 
community, you may not be so 
popular, but the angels in Heaven 
will rejoice. The Devil’s crowd 
will not like you if you preach 
against their hellish business and 
entertainment, but the Word of 
God challenges you and me to 
take a stang against sin wherever 
we find it. 

A few years ago I was holding a 
meeting in a small town in the 
northwest for a brother who had 
been on this particular field for 
a long time. We had some hand- 
bills printed, and I was calling at 
all of the business houses up and 
down the main street of this 
western town. Every place I 
entered would, without exception, 
say the same thing. I would 
introduce myself, and they would 
say, “Oh, you are holding a meet- 
ing over here for Rev. So and 
So?” I would answer in_ the 
affirmitive, and they would say, 
“Yes, everybody loves Rev. So and 
So.” I finally came to the local 
tavern and was just about to pass 
it up when I felt led to go in and 
invite them out to the services. 
I entered and went up to the bar 
and a typical olq western. bar- 
tender came to me and said, ““What 
can I do for you?” I told him 
that I was an evangelist and just 
came in to invite him over to the 
meetings and to put one of the 
handbills in his window. He gave 
me permission to place a bill in the 
window and said, “Oh yes, you 
are holding meetings for Rev. So 
and So. Every one likes him.” 
I thought, as I turned to leave, 
“You wouldn’t like me if I were 
pastor in this town.” The whole 
town will not love you, brethren, 
if you preach the Word boldly and 
faithfully. 


Jonah Runs Away From 

the Call 

Secondly, Jonah Runs Away 
From The Call. Now I believe 
that Jonah had some experiences 
in running away from God that 
are common to all who follow this 
eourse. 

First of all, HE ROSE UP: (vs. 
3.) He obeyed the Lord thus far, 
but alas, he had the wrong motive. 
He may have intended to obey 
when he first arose but he took 
time to look around and give the 
Devil an opportunity to talk to 
him. Many times we arise to 
gerve the Lord but we hesitate 
and the task becomes laborious in 
our sight, and the Devil steals the 
opportunity away. 

Then, HE WENT DOWN. 
Notice how explicit the Scripture 
is. Here is the outline right in 
God’s Word. The Bible is full 
of messages, all outlined. Ali they 
need is a little meat put on here 
or there and let the Holy Spirit 
do the rest. “He arose and went 
down.” Listen! the path away 
from God always leads downward. 
The moment one turns from God, 
that moment he starts downward. 
Whether it is a nation, state, 
county or an individual — the 
moment God is left out of one’s 
plans, the path starts downward. 
Many nations have tried to turn 
from God and found, many times

too late, that it doesn’t pay. And 
my friend, don’t be deceived; any 
nation turning their back upon 
God today will fail. The only 
way out for our beloved nation 
is to return to God. 


HE FOUND A SHIP. He arose, 
he went down, and he found a 
ship. The Devil always has a 
way of escape for those who want 
to run away from God. Young 
people, hear me! If you start 
away from God, the Devil will 
always have a boat for you to 
board. I suppose the boat that Jo- 
nah found was well equipped and 
perhaps looked seaworthy. He 
thought, “Oh, boy! if I can just 
get on that boat I will be safe, 
and certainly my conscience won't 
bother me, once I am on there.” 
The Devil was subtle in the garden 
when he said to Eve, “Yea, hath 
god said?” and finally persuaded 
her to partake of the forbidden 
fruit and give to her husband. He 
is still at the same old job of de- 
ceiving mankind, my friends. He 
can, and does, make a dark situa- 
tion look rosy and beautiful. On 
more than one occasion I have 
seen the Devil put people on the 
wrong boat. If God is calling you 
for a certain task, you can be 
assured the Devil will have a boat 
for you to run away in if you 
listen for one moment. 

Then, the Scripture says, 
PAID THE FARE.” That is, he 
thought he had. If he could have 
seen the terrible ordeal ahead of 
him, I wonder friends, if he would 
have thought he had paid the fare 
thereof. Many think they have 
paid the fare thereof, but could 
they only see a few years hence. 
When a man pays for his first 
glass of liquor; if he could see a 
broken home, a body broken in 
health, a drunkard’s death, a 
drunkard’s grave and a drunkard’s 
eternity, 1 wonder if he would 
think the fare had been paid? 
A fine virtuous girl goes to the 
public dance for the first time. 
If she could see the shame and 
disgrace that may come into her 
life from this contact with the 
Devil’s crowd, I wonder if she 
would think she had paid the fare? 
If any man or woman, boy or girl 
who starts away from God and 
thinks he has paid the fare, would 
only pause to consider the “future. 
If he could only see the broken 
homes, broken bodies, horrible 
deaths and eternal destinies, I 
wonder if he could say, “I have 
paid the fare.” 

Next, HE WENT DOWN INTO 
THE SHIP. Listen to me! He 
not only arose, went down, found 
the ship, paid the fare, but he 
went down into it. You see, the 
way was well prepared. He didn’t 
get on the ship in one action, but 
there were certain steps by which 
he entered. This is the pernicious 
way of Satan. Yoy listen to him, 
you will go down and will find 
the ship and will, perhaps to your 
surprise, be on it. If the evil 
forces can gef you to take one 
step away from God, the next one 
will be easier. Men and women 
do not become criminals in just 
one bold leap, but they come to it 
by degrees. Men and women do 
not get on the drunkard’s boat in 
one wild, drunken orgy. They, 
first, go down, find the boat, pay 
the fare, and then get on. 

Then the last step—HE WENT 
WITH THEM. It is always so. 
Run from God and you will soon 
be with the Devil’s crowd. The 
Mariners on the boat were idol 
worshipers and ungodly men. 
They stood against everything 
Jonah stoog for, or was supposed 
to stand for. Jonah not only found 
the ship and got on it, but he went 
with it. I have heard literally 
hundreds of mén and women say, 
“I can associate with the world, 
but I don’t have to partake with 
them.” Don’t believe it! By 
observation I have found such 
people do go with the world. God’s 
Word says that you can’t associate 
with them and not go with them. 

Paul, writing to the Corinthians, 
said, “Be ye not unequally yoked 
together with unbelievers: for 
what fellowship hath righteousness 
with unrighteousness? and what 
communion hath light with dark- 
ness?” (II Cor. 6:14). James 
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says, “Can the fig tree, my 
brethren, bear olive berries? 
either a vine, figs? so can no 
fountain both yield salt water and 
fresh” (James 3:12). Jonah, God’s 
servant, found he could not get 
by with it. And you, my friend, 
will find it cannot be done. The 
Devil’s boat never stays long in the 
home harbor, and he or she that 
climbs aboard will find himself or 
herself not only in the boat, but 
casting anchor with the Devil’s 
crew. 


God Follows Jonah 


Thirdly, God Follows Jonah. 
Jonah probably said, “Well, I got 
away from God that time. I sup- 
pose I should have gone _ to 
Nineveh but the Lord could have 
sent me some place that would be 
easier. Oh, well, I guess it is all 
over now and I will start all over 
at Tarshish.” But Gog had dif- 
ferent ideas. Verse 4 says, “‘God 
caused a great wind to spring up.” 
The breakers began to roll; higher 
and higher they came, and the 
ship began to rock from side to 
side alarmingly.. The old boat that 
looked so seaworthy now seems 
frail indeed. The Devil has no 
boat on the sea of life on which 
you may hide but what the fierce 
storms of God’s anger will search 
you out, 


Fedr came upon the Mariners, 
and each one began to call on his 
God, They knew something was 
wrong and they knew something 
must be done. As the captain be- 
gan to exhort the men to prayer 
and as he searched out each one, 
he found poor old Jonah sound 
asleep in the holg of the ship. God 
help us; this is the position of a 
large percentage of the church 
members today. With the world 
in this chaotic condition and men 
of all faiths and isms offering 
remedies, the church member is 
sound asleep. The Christians 
have the solution to the problems 
of the world today, but they are 
in the hold of the ship, as it were, 
snoozing away. 


The Mariners began to cast 
lots to see who was to blame for 
this terrible storm and the lot 
fell to Jonah. ‘Here was a time 
when a momentous decision need- 
ed to be made and the ungodly 
had to make it. Jonah should 
have been the one to come forth 
and make the decision. He should 
have stood up and testified to the 
fact that he was serving the one 
Jehovah God and he would solve 
the problem by asking his Lord. 
However, this was not the case, 
for poor old Jonah was out of 
fellowship with Ged. He wasn’t 
in any position to get the mind 
of the heavenly Father. Now he 
wasn't lost, but out of fellowship. 
He was still a child of God, but 
a disobedient one, and God had 
caught up with him, My, what 
a terrible thing it is io be out of 
fellowship with the loving heaven- 
ly Father. Jomnah said, ‘I am to 
blame. It is I.’ He, like many a 
child of God, gave up because he 
was caught. You may be assured, 
my friends, that sin will be pun- 
ished and that God will catch up 
with you. 


God Catches Up With Jonah 


Fourth, God does catch up with 
Jonah, The Mariners threw him 
overboard and immediately the 
sea was calm. But God had not 
forgotten His wayward child; 
for the Word says, “He had pre- 
pared a fish.” Jonah went 
splashing into the water, think- 


ing, “Well this is the end! Oh, 
if only I had anothe:; chance I 
would obey the Lord.” To his 


utter amazement, he doesn’t start 
gulping in the salt water but finds 
himself engulfed in utter dark- 
ness. In the belly of this fish, 
Jonah begins to cry out to God. 
Isn't it strange that people have 
to be swallowed up by their sins 
before they will turn to the Lord 
for help? 


Read verse 9: “I will pay what 
I have vowed.” My, My, listen 
to the man! Isn’t this the man 
who thought he had paid the 
fare? Yes. ‘Lord, get me out of 
here and I will make a sacrifice 
with thanksgiving; I will pay what 
I have vowed. Salvation is of 
the Lord.’ Jonah may have had 
many faults but he recognized 
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he was ever to be delivered, it 
must come from God. Backslider, 
sinner, if you have been swallow- 
ed up by the things of this world, 
the only way of deliverance is 
God’s way. Do as Jonah did. Re- 
pent and pay your vows. 


“If we confess our sins, he is 
faithful and just to forgive us 
our sins, and to cleanse us from 
all unrighteousness” (I John 
1:9). Confess your sins to God, 
beloved, and He will hear you and 
give you another chance. 


And finally, sinner friend, He 
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the Lord. told Jonah to go preach 
against that wicked city, just that 
sure is He speaking to you and 


soever will, let him take the 
water of life freely’’ (Rev. 22:17).

Jonah Now Answers the Call 

Jonah now answers the call. 
See verse 3, “So Jonah _ arose, 
and went into Nineveh, accord- 
ing to the word of the Lord.” He 
arose and went according to the 
Word of God. Brethren, you can 
never go wrong when you g0 
according to the Word of God. 
Much of the confusion in the 
Christian world would be straight- 
ened up if all of God’s servants 
would go according to His Word. 
Jonah goes now to do the task that 
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if he had gone the first time! It 
is sad indeed that the Lord, many 
times, has to drag us through a 
sea of chastisement before we 
hear and obey. 

Well, we thank God that Jo- 
nah did finally go. That is bet- 
ter than some of God’s people 
whom I know. There are many 
of God’s children in the church 
today who refuse to arise and go.

the miracles wrought in His name 


—were these, too, simply the 
ministry gifts recorded in bhe 
New Testament? Were those 


simply the manifestation of the 
fullness of the Holy Spirit like that 
at Pentecost? Yes, they were the 
work of the Holy Spirit, and the 
Holy Spirit came upon people with 
power in the Old Testament just 
as He did at Pentecost, and just 
as He has often done since. And 
men, filled with the Spirit of God, 
were given miraculous mani- 
festations in the Old Testament 
just as they were at Pentecost. We 
have-no right to make a distinction 
between the fullness of the Holy 
Spirit in the Old Testament and 
the fullness of the Holy Spirit in 
the New Testament, or the 
gifts which the Holy Spirit gives, 
dividing to each one severally as 
He will. 

1. The Holy Spirit “Came Upon” 
Christians “Filled” Them in Old 
Testament Times, Just As 
In The Book Of Acts 
We have already mentioned that 
a number of people were filled 
with the Holy Spirit before Pente- 
cost in the New Testament, as 
recorded in the gospels. That is 
particularly true of John the Bap- 
tist (Luke 1:15), Elisabeth (Luke 
1:41), Zacharias (Luke 1:67), and 
Jesus (Luke 3:21, 22). So Pente- 
cost is not the first time any one 
was filled with the Holy Spirit. 
In the case of John the Baptist, 
Elisabeth, and Zacharias, the same 
term is used as in <Acts 2:4, 
describing Pentecost, that is, 
“filled with the Holy Ghost.” And 
in the case of Jesus, we are told 
that “the Holy Ghost descended ... 
upon him.” And we remember 
that at Pentecost Peter said the 
coming of the Holy Spirit upon 
them was a fulfillment of the 
prophecy of Joel, “...1 will pour 
out of my Spirit,” and, “On my 
servants and on my i hand- 
maidens I will pour out in those 
days of my Spirit; and they shall 
prophesy.” So the coming of the 
Holy Spirit upon Jesus is the same 
as the pouring out of the Holy 
Spirit upon the disciples at Pente- 

cost. 

And many times in the Old 
Testament the Scripture speaks of 
the Holy Spirit coming upon peo- 
ple to endue them with power for 
service. 

In Numbers 11:25-27 we are told 
that God took of the spirit that 
was upon Moses, and gave it unto 
the seventy elders, and they 
prophesied. 

We are told that “the Spirit of 
the Lord came upon Jephthah,” to 
enable him to defeat the children 
of Ammon (Judges 11:29). 

We are told that “the Spirit of 
the Lord came mightily upon” 
Samson so that he worked miracle 
after miracle, with God’s punish- 
ment on the Philistines ang in 
the deliverance of Israel and of 
himself (Judges 14:6; Judges 
14:19; Judges 15:14). 

We find that “the Spirit of 
God came upon” King Saul and he 
prophesied (I Sam. 10:6-10). Again 
“the Spirit of God came upon 
Saul” and helped him to assume 
leadership over all Israel and de- 
feat the Ammonites (I Sam. 11:6). 

When Samuel anointed David 
with oil, “. . . the Spirit°of the 
Lord came upon David from that 
day forward” (I Sam. 16:13). So 
David killed Goliath, became a 
mighty man of God. 

We are told that Elisha sought 
and received a double portion of 
the Spirit that was on Elijah (IT 
Kings 2:9-15). And Elisha con- 
tinued with the same wonderful 
prophetic and miraculous ministry 
which had marked Elijah. 

Note that the usual Old Testa- 
ment language is that “the Spirit 
of the Lord came upon” men. But 
all these men certainly exercised 
the ministry gifts which were the 
“manifestation of the Spirit,” 
available to all Christians as the 
Holy Spirit sees the need, as they 
are filled with the Holy Spirit of 
God for service. At Pentecost God 
poureg out His Spirit, and those 
upon whom the Spirit was poured 
prophesied, and worked miracles, 
and spoke in foreign languages,

and showed other of the ministry 
gifts. In the Old Testament, when 
the Spirit of God came upon peo- 
ple, they manifested the same 
ministry gifts of the Holy Spirit, 
prophecy and miracles, etc. 50 
it is proper to say that the coming 
of the Holy Spirit upon one is the 
same as the fullness of the Spirit. 
The Holy Spirit came on the 
disciples at Pentecost and filled 
them. So either term is used for 
the same fullness of the Holy 
Spirit. About Jesus, it was 
prophesieg in Isaiah-42:1, “,.. I 
have put my spirit upon him...” 
And Isaiah 61:1 foretold that it 
would be true of Jesus, “The Spirit 
of the Lord God is upon me; be- 
cause the Lord hath anointed me 
to preach...” One who had the 
Spirit of God upon him had the 
same enduement of power as that 


given at Pentecost, when God 
poured out His Spirit upon the 
waiting Christians and they 
prophesied. 


However, the term, “Filled with 
the Spirit,” very much like the 
language of Acts 2:4 about the 
disciples at Pentecost; is used of 
Bezaleel in Exodus 35:31. It was 
said that God had called Bezaleel 
for the work of preparing the 
tabernacle and its furniture, “And 
he hath filled him with the spirit 
of God, in wisdom, in understand- 
ing, and in knowledge, and in all 
manner of workmanship.” 

It is true that in one particular 
point there seems to be a definite 
difference in the ministry of the 
Holy Spirit in the Old Testament 
and up to the resurrection, and 
Since that time. We believe that 
that difference is indicated in 
John 14:17 where Jesus promised 
that He would pray the Father and 
the Father would send them the 
Comforter to abide with them for- 
ever, “Even the Spirit of truth; 
whom the world cannot receive, be- 
cause it seeth him not, neither 
knoweth him: but ye know him; 
FOR HE DWELLETH WITH 
YOU, AND SHALL BE IN YOU.” 
The Holy Spirit, the Spirit of 
truth, the Comforter, up to that 
time dwelt with Christian people. 
But when Jesus should rise from 
the dead, then the Holy Spirit 
should be in them. So John 20:22 
tell us how Jesus breathed upon 
the disciples the day of His 
resurrection and said unto them, 
“Receive ye the Holy Ghost.” Since 
that time the Spirit of God makes 
His home in the bodies of Chris- 
tian people. But we are not 
taught in the Word of God that 
otherwise there is a particle of 
difference in the way the Holy 
Spirit blesses and helps New 
Testament Christians and the way 
He blessed and helped Old Testa- 
ment Christians. 

It is very interesting to note that 
in I Peter 1:10, 11 we are told 
that the Old Testament prophets 
“inquired and searched diligently, 
who prophesied of the grace that 
should come unto you: Searching 
what, or what manner of time the 
Spirit of Christ which was in them 
did signify, when it testifieq be- 
forehand the sufferings of Christ 
and the glory that should follow.” 
Note the clear statement that the 
Spirit of Christ (the Holy Spirit) 
was in these Old Testament 
prophets! In other words, they 
were filled with the Spirit when 
they prophesied. The Holy Spirit 
was not only with them, but in 
them. There is some technical 
difference in the way the Spirit 
of God dwells in the bodies of 
Christians since the resurrection of 
Christ, but it is a change that 
began at Christ’s resurrection, 
not at Pentecost, and it diq not 
affect the way the Spirit of God 
anoints His servants or fills them 
or comes upon them, to manifest 
Himself in the ministry gifts, “for 
service. 

2. Prophecy, the Most Prominent 
of Old Testament and New 
Testament Gifts of 
the Spirit 

Joel foresaw that wonderful 
Pentecost revival which occurred 
some fifty days after the cruci- 
fixion. And what did happen at 
Pentecost, according to the divine 


‘revelation given through Joel? 


God said, “I will pour out my 
spirit upon all flesh,” ang again, 
“And also upon the servants and 
upon the handmaids in those days 
will I pour out of my spirit (Joel 
2:28, 29). The pouring out of the 
Holy Spirit upon God's servants 
would mark Pentecost and the 
last days, which began at Pente- 
cost. And what would happen 
when the Spirit of God should be 
poured out upon Christians? Ther 
“your sons and your daughters 
shall prophesy,” and the servants 
and handmaids also should proph- 
esy, as Peter quoted Joel in Acts 
2:17, 18. So the fullness of the 
Holy Spirit at Pentecost made 
people prophesy. The important 
thing at Pentecost, from the 
prophetic.viewpoint, is not that the 
people of God spoke in other 
languages, but that they spoke as 
the Spirit gave them utterance. 
Prophecy, then, is clearly manifes- 
tation of the fullness of the Holy 
Spirit. It was so called in the Old 
Testament when Joel prophesied 
this mighty occasion. It was so 
calleq in the New Testament when 
Peter related that the divine 
promise was being fulfilled. Jesus, 
in Acts 1:8, promised the disciples 
that they should receive power 
when the Holy Ghost was come 
upon them, “and ye shall be wit- 
nesses upon me...” Did the dis- 
ciples understand that when the 
Spirit of God came upon. them, 
they would prophesy? Did they 
understang that their witnessing 
for Christ in the power of the Holy 
Spirit would be prophecy? Yes, 
if they understood what Jesus 
meant in Acts 1:4 and what He 
meant when He had Joel write 
down his prophecy. For both 
prophecies referred to what would 
happen when the disciples were 
filled with the Holy Spirit. Spirt- 
filled, they prophesied, that is, 
they spoke as the Holy Spirit gave 
them wisdom and power to speak, 
witnessing for Jesus. 


When the Spirit of the Lord 
came upon Old Testament proph- 
ets, they prophesied. When the 
Spirit of the Lord came upon the 
120 at Pentecost, they, too, 
prophesied. 

Prophecy is clearly regarded by 
the inspired writers of the Bible 
as the most important manifesta- 
tion of the Holy Spirit, the most 
important ministry gift for Chris- 
tians. Apostles are mentioned as 
having the highest gift in I Cor- 
inthians 12:28, but then we do not 
have any apostles today, nor do 
we need them, these men sent 
specially to speak with authority 
for God when the Word of God 
did not sufficiently cover the 
needs, The Bible never intimated 
there would be other prophets 
after the New Testament times. 
Now we have a completed Bible, 
a perfect and adequate reservoir 
of truth, perfectly furnishing the 
man of God for all his ministry, 
as far as divine authority is 
needed. But the second gift of 
prophecy is the one that all 
Christians are encouraged to seek. 
And in I Corinthians 14:31 the 
Christians at Corinth are plainly 
told, “For ye may all prophesy 
one by one, that all may learn, 
and all may be comforted.” All 
may prophesy. And in a supposed 
case which Paul mentions as a 
proper example, we are told, “But 
if all prophesy, and there come in 
one that believeth not, or one un- 
learned, he is convinced of all, he 
is judged of all” (I Cor. 14:24). 
It would be perfectly proper, there- 
fore, for every Christian to seek 
to prophesy. 

- In fact, Christians are com- 
manded to “desire spiritual gifts, 
but rather that ye may prophesy” 
(I Cor. 14:1). On this matter, it 
is remarkable that Paul and Moses 
said almost the same thing. When 
the Lorg took of the Holy Spirit's 
anointing which was on Moses and 
put the same blessed Holy Spirit 
upon the seventy elders who would 
help Moses rule, they prophesied. 
Two of the seventy had remained 
in camp instead of going with 
Moses and the- other sixty-eight, 
to take their stand about the taber- 
nacle. These two also had the same 
remarkable enduement. “... and 
the spirit rested upon them; and 
they were of them that were 
written, but went not out unto the 
tabernacle: ang they prophesied 
in the camp” (Num. 11:26). These 
men were named Eldad and Medad. 
A young man ran and told Moses. 
Joshua, jealous for the authority

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wife and mother there unfolded to 
me a story of her own ruin, She 
said, “I have lost all. Last night 
in this city I turned to my lips 
the poison to take my own life.” 
She said, “I am a Christian wo- 
man. 
but I have lost my character.” 
Said she, “I came out of one of 
the sweetest homes you _ ever 
knew.” I looked at that broken 
heart. I looked on that wrecked 
home and that wrecked life and 
I said, “It is a tragedy to lose 
one’s fortune. It is a tragedy 
to lose one’s health. It is a trag- 
edy to lose one’s mind.” But I 
tell you, my friends, it is a trag- 
ey of tragedies to lose one’s char- 
acter. : 

But I am looking tonight into 
the faces of men and women who 
are in a worse fix than if they 
had lost their fortune or their 
health or their mind or their 
character. They have lost souls. 
You have lost souls—a soul that 
will never die! Death will heal 


I have got faith in God; 


the loss of a fortune. Death will 
héal the loss of the mind. It will 
heal the loss of the health. Death 
will heal the loss of a character. 
But I will tell you, my friends, 
there is no healing except in the 
blood of Jesus Christ for the loss 
of the soul. . 


I shall never forget an experi- 
ence that came to the little town 
in West Texas where I lived, The 
little town was made up of cow- 
men and their families. Late one 
afternoon the word came in that 
a little child five years of age 
had wandered away from a travel- 
er’s camp. There were no fences 
in those days. There was just 
here and there in. all that great 
expanse a cow ranch, There were 
no roads scarcely, no farms, no 
towns—a wide, wild country. I 
will never forget that night. 
Every man and every boy spent 
the whole, live-long night in those

mother of 
that child as she wrung her hands, 
when we came about the camp, 
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never forget that night while I 
live. 

My friends, we did not search 
those woods that night because 
it was the child of a rich man. 
This man was as poor and his 
family was as ragged and neg- 
lected as I ever saw . The little 
girl was in tatters and as dirty 
as I ever saw a child when we 
found her. We did not look for 
that child because it was good. 
It went away from the camp be- 
cause it got mad and threw rocks 
at its mother and went away in 
a.rage. I will tell you why we 
ooked for that child. It was be- 
cause it was lost. That is exact- 
ly why Jesus came from Heaven, 
gave up His throne and power 
and became man and submitted 
to the disgrace of taking on hu- 
man flesh and suffered the per- 
secution and died on the cross 
and was buried and rose again 
from the grave. It was to save 
men, not because they were rich 
or good, but because they were 
lost! 


The Sinner’s Spiritual 
Condition 


Now, 1 wonder with this intro- 
duction if you will let me tell you 
what God says is your spiritual 
condition before Him. 

There are two kinds of sinners 
in this world and there is nobody 
in this world that is not a sinner. 
Any man who says he is not a 
sinner runs in the face of the 
Word of God. There are two 
kinds of sinners. There is the 
saved sinner and the unsaved sin- 
ner, That is the way God classi- 
fies them. The saved sinner is 
the man or the woman who has 
given up his or her sins on a 
genuine experience of repentance, 
who has for himself or herself, 
not through some preacher or 
priest, trusted the Lord Jesus 
Christ for himself or herself. In 
the church or out of the church 
that man or that woman Is saved. 
That man is a saved sinner. And 
every man or woman in _ this 
world who has not had that ex- 
perience of Jesus Christ formed 
in his heart by faith is a lost sin- 
ner, in the church, in the pulpit, 
or out of it. If the Pope of Rome 
at his death has never trusted 
the Lord Jesus Christ as his per- 
sonal Saviour, he will go to Hell. 
If the pastor of this church has 
not trusted the Lord Jesus Christ 
as his personal Saviour, or does 
not do it, he will go to Hell. And 
if he does trust the Lord Jesus 
Christ as his personal Saviour, 
thank God, there are not devils 
enough out of Hell to carry him 
to Hell. 

My friends, I want-to clear your 
hearts tonight of the rubbish 
about sin. I have collated here 
and am going to read you the 
Scriptures on the unsaved man’s 
Spiritual condition before God. 
This is not some other man’s 
words. It is the Word of God—- 
the word of Jesus Christ. I want 
tonight to build in this great 
audience, with the sympathetic 
prayer and attention of God's 
people, a genuine Scriptural 
ground for a great revival of re- 
ligion. If you put it on any other 
ground, it will blow away with 
the gentle zephyrs. 


“Behold, I was shapen in 
iniquity; and in sin did my 
mother conceive me” (Psa. 
51:5). 

“The wicked are estranged 
from the womb: they go 
astray as soon as they be born, 
speaking lies” (Psa. 58:3). 

Oh, that doctrine that men are 
born innocent and can be trained 
and raised up into Christianity 
has no sanction in the Word of 
God, 

I have heard the story of a 
Christian man who said he was 
going to make a demonstration. 
He said that a man was born 
innocent and pure and that he by 
education and the right sort of 
home training could be raised up 
into the kingdom of God. He said, 
“I will make a demonstration of 
it.” And he got two rattlesnakes 
—a male and a female. He raised 
them away from other snakes 
and fed them on chicken meat and 
allowed nobody to tease them. 
From those snakes he raised the 
eleventh generation of snakes. He 
said, ‘The eleventh generation of 


snakes will have no poison in it, 
because,” he said, “I have edu- 
cated the poison out of it.” They 
Brew to be good sized snakes. 
One morning he left the cage open. 
His little boy went.out into the 
yard to play. Playing about the 
cage he put his hand into it, and 
those snakes, true to their nature, 
coiled, rattled, ran out their 
tongues and struck, and _ their 
fangs went into the arteries of 
that boy and he died. You can 
take that snake and put it yonder 
under the throne of God, by the 
side. of the Tree of Life, and it 
will coil and rattle and stick out 
its tongue ang strike at a passing 
angel. 


And I tell you. every man and 
woman born into this world was 
born with a sinful nature and vou 
have got to take that out or they 
will go to Hell. I am going to 
meet you at the judgment bar of 
God and I want you to get used 


to the truth down here because 
you have got to meet it up yonder. 
“For all have siftned. and 


come short of the glory of 
God” (Rom. 3:23). 


“For there is not a just man 
upon earth, that doeth good, 
and. sinneth not” (Eccles. 
7:20), 

“Among whom also we all 
had our conversations in times 
past in the lusts of our flesh, 
fulfiting the desires of the 
flesh and of the mind; and 
were by nature the children of 
wrath, even as others” (Eph. 
2:3). 

God's Word says that the man 
or the woman born into this fallen 
race is a child of wrath by his 
nature, 


“And you hath he quickened, 
who were dead in trespasses 
and sins” (Eph. 2:1). 

“That at that time ye were 
without Christ, being aliens 
from the commonwealth of 
Israel, and strangers from the 
covenants of promise, having 
no hope, and without God in 
the world” (Eph. 2:12). 

Listen at this awful word. 

In my pastorate at Abilene years 
ago in a great revival which I 
was holding in my church, I went 
as my custom was to see the peo- 
ple. I went into a hotel which 
was under a new management. 
I went into the office and 
invited the proprietor who had 
just come to the town to make 
our church his church home. 
He was a big, fine - looking 
man. He looked me in the face 
and said, “Are you the pastor of 
that church?” I said, “I am”; and 
for two or three minutes I stood 
and heard him swear and curse 
preachers and churches’ and 
Christians. Then he walked back 
into the private room of his hotel. 
During that meeting God led back 
from twenty-seven years of back- 
sliding, led there by this wicked 
man, his wife. I led to Christ his 
son, who now, thank God, is 
preaching the gospel in Californa. 
I led to Christ his daughter who is 
a student in our Training School 
at Fort Worth. When that meet- 
ing was over, one day my tele- 
phone rang. That wife at the 
other end of the line said, ““Come.” 
I went to that hotel. I went into 
that family room. There stood 
the weeping wife and the sorrow- 
ing children. There lay that big 
strong man on his bed breathing 
his last. He had been suddenly 
taken with an incurable, disease. 
His lips moved and his wife said, 
“Put your ear to his lips and hear 
what he says.” I am sorry I did. 
A thousand times his dying words 
have rung in my soul—‘Dying 
without hope; dying without God; 
dying without Christ—hopeless, 
hopeless!” For twenty-five times, 
I guess, his strength enabled him 
to say it; and then he went out 
into eternity. 

I want to tell you while you are 
living, God says you are without 
Christ and without hope if you 
have never trusteq Jesus Christ as 
your Saviour. 

“He that believeth on him 
is not condemned: but he that 
believeth not is condemned al- 
ready, because he hath not be- 
lieved in the name of the only 
begotten Son of God” (John 
3:18). 

You-do not have to be con- 
demned. Your condemnation is 
in the fact that you have rejected 
Jesus Christ and you are con- 


demned now, because you have not 
believe@ in the name of the only 
begotten Son of God. You are not 
going to Hell, my friends, because 
you murdered somebody, or be- 
cause you lied or have stolen or 
have sworn. - You are going to 
Hell for the root of the whole 
matter— that you have not trusted 
Jesus Christ as your Savior. 


Oh, tonight the memory that 
comes across thirty-six years! 
Thirty-six years ago I hung my 
soul at eleven o’clock one day on 
John 3:36. Thank God, it has 
been hanging there ever since. 

“He that believeth on _ the 

Son hath life: and he that be- 

heveth not the Son shall not 

see life; but the wrath of God 

abideth on him” (John 3:36). 

God help you to see tonight that 
your soul is lost, because you have 
rejected Jesus Christ. 


“The heart is deceitful 
above all things, and _  des- 
perately wicked: who can 


know it?” (Jer. 17:9). 

“Behold for peace I had 
great bitterness: but thou 
hast in love to my soul de- 
livered it from the pit of 
corruption: for thou has cast 
all my sins behind thy back” 

, (Isa. 38:17). 

Oh, my friends, I want you to 
see sin tonight—Sin, Sin, Sin! I 
want you to see the sin that was 
born in your soul, the sin that 
contaminates your spirit, that 
makes you swear and lie and have 
a passion and steal and be dis- 
honest. Sin, Sin, Sin, Sin! I want 
you to see it tonight. It is in 
your soul. You are a child of the 
Devil by nature. Have you be- 
come a child of God by faith? 
You are lost. lost, without God 
and without hope! 


The Bright Side of the Picture 

Now, 1 want you to look at the 
other side of that Scripture. The 
Son of man is come to seek and 
to save that which was lost.” One 
side of the picture is sad. It is 
last, Lost, Lost! The other side 
of the picture is the Cross, is the 
Cross, is the Cross of Jesus Christ. 


Thank God, He says, “... is 
come.” That means tonight He 
is here. I saw Him night before 


last and last nght. I saw Him 
this afternoon. I saw Him thirty- 
six years ago. I have seen Him 
in tens of thousands of cases in 
these last twenty-five years in 
which I have been trying to 
preach for Him. I have seen Him 
come and seek and save and re- 
deem. I bless God tonight that He 
has power in His blood to take 
every particle of stain that sin 
has made in the darkest soul and 
cleanse it. I bless God for the 
cleansing power of the blood. This 
Scripture says that He is seeking. 


I want you to think for a 
moment of the seeking Savior.

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@nd power of Moses, said, “My 
lord Moses, forbid them”! What 
@id Moses answer? “And Moses 
said unto him, Enviest thou for my 
sake? would God that all the 
Lord's people were prophets, and 
that the Lord would put his spirit 
upon them!” (Num. 11:29). Moses 
wished that all the Lord’s people 
were prophets and that God's 
Spirit would be upon them to 
enable them to prophesy. 

Paul said nearly the same thing: 
“I would that ye all spake with 
tongues,”’ that is. that they could 
speak to others in foreign  lan- 
quages as he did, “but rather that 
ye prophesied.” Paul and Moses 
both agreed; they wanted § all 
God's people to prophesy, as a 
result of the fullness of the Spirit 
ef God. 

No such encouragement is given 
Christians to seek other gifts, as 
the gift of prophecy. What, then, 
does it mean to prophesy? 

3% What Is This Supernatural 

Gift of the Spirit, Prophecy ? 


One who has carefully compared 
the references to prophecy in the 
Old and New Testaments will find 
that to prophesy in the Old Testa- 
ment and to prophesy in the New 
Testament meant exactly the same 
thing. There are some very wide- 
spread ideas about prophecy which 
are not true to the _ Scripture. 
First, many believe that the word 
prophesy in the Old Testament 
does not mean the same as in the 
New. They believe that to proph- 
esy meant to foretell the future in 
the Old Testament. In the New 
Testament, many believe’ that 
prophesying is simply preaching. 
No, prophecy is exactly the same 
in the Old and the New Testa- 
ments. The New Testament quotes 
Old Testament Scriptures about 
prophecy. Joel in the Old Testa- 
ment and Peter in the New Testa- 
ment meant the same thing when 
they quoted the same words, one 
writing in Hebrew and the other's 
message recorded for us in Greek. 
There are several ways by which 
we may learn what Bible proph- 
esying meant, 

First, prophesying is what the 
flisciples did after they were filled 
with the Holy Spirit at Pentecost. 
So Joel 2:29 plainly declared, as 
quoted by Peter at Pentecost. So 
prophesying is Spirit-filled wit- 
messing for Christ, giving a mes- 
gage which is directly given from 
God and in the power of the Holy 
Spirit. Speaking in foreign lan- 
guages was not necessarily a part 
ef prophecy, but speaking “as the 
Spirit gave them utterance” was 
prophecy. The divine definition of 
prophecy is given in I Corinthians 
14:3: “But he that prophesieth 
speaketh unto men to edification, 
and exhortation, and comfort.” We 
are to understand that such speech 
comes as a special spiritual gift. 
One does not prophesy who speaks 
with natural wisdom, simply as a 
result of his study or when, with- 
eut divine anointing, some man 
expounds the Word of God. No, 
his speech must be with a super- 
matural enduement of power from 
God, a special gift. It edifies men, 
‘R has exhortation, and it has 
eomfort. Not all edification would 
be prophecy. Not all exhortation 
would be prophecy. Not all com- 
fort would be prophecy, but only 

t given by direct enduement of 
God, the fullness of the Holy 
Spirit. 

Compare that with verses 24 

and 25 in the same chapter, (I Cor. 


“But if all prophesy, and 
there come in one that believ- 
eth not, or one unlearned, he 
is convinced of all, he is 
judged of all: And thus are the 
secrets of his heart made 
manifest; and so falling down 
on his face he _ will worship 
God, and report that God is in 
you of a truth.” 

To prophesy would mean to 
g@peak with such power of God 
that even unbelievers will be con- 
vinced and judged and will see 
revealed the secrets of their heart, 
and will fall down before God and 
turn to Him. You see, prophecy is 


from God. Acts 11:28 tells us: 


“And there stood up one of 
them named Agabus, and 
signified by the Spirit that 
there should be great dearth 
throughout all the world: 
which came to pass in_ the 
days of Claudius Caesar.” 

This was a supernatural revela- 
tion. In this particular case it 
referred to the future. So prophecy 
is sometimes foretelling the future 
and sometimes not, but’ it — is 
always a supernatural message 
given in the power of the Holy 
Spirit. 

In Acts 21:11 another prophecy 
by the same Agabus is given: 

“Ang when he was come 
unto us, he took Paul’s girdle, 
and bound his own hands and 
feet, and said, ‘Thus saith the 
Holy Ghost, So shall the Jews 
at Jerusalem bind the man

Luke 7:39 gives us another true 
picture of the gift of a prophet. 
Jesus had gone to eat dinner in the 
house of a Pharisee. A woman 
who was a sinner came behind 
Jesus as He reclined on the couch 
at the table and wept over His 
feet and anointed Him with an 
alabaster box of ointment. She 
kissed His feet and dried them 
with her hair. And verse 39 says: 

“Now when the Pharisee 
which had bidden him: saw it, 
he spake within himself, say- 

ing, This man, if he were a 

prophet, would have known 

who and what manner of 
woman this is that toucheth 
him: for she is a sinner.”

speaking with a special super- 
natural enablement and power, 
witnessing for God. 

Third, we may know what New 
Testament prophecy meant by the 
way the term was used about 
Jesus Christ. For example, Luke 
22:64 gives us a clear. example of 
what prophecy meant: 

“And when they had blind- 
folded him, they struck him 
on the face, and asked him, 
saying, Prophesy, who is it 
that smote thee?” 

The wicked men who buffeted 


In other words, a prophet is one 
who has a direct revelation from 
God or a divine enablement to give 


Jesus in the house of the high 
priest, before His crucifixion, 
blindfolded Jesus and then slapped 
His face, saying, “Prophesy, who 
is it that smote thee?” In other 
words, they meant that if Jesus 
were really filled with the Spirit 
of God and were what He claimed 
to be, God would reveal to Him 
who it was that tormented Him. 
For Jesus to prophesy to them 
would be to speak to them with 
a message from God, showing that 
God had revealed to Him their 
sin and who it was that struck 
Him. Prophecy would not neces- 
sarily be a  foretelling of the 
future, but it would certainly be 
a message from God to the hearts 
of those present, a supernaturally 
given message, in the power of 
the 


him the message needed. And so 
the Pharisee lightly thought that 
if Jesus were filled with the Spirit 
of God and were what He claimed 
to be, He ought to know that this 
woman was a Sinner. And the 
truth is that Jesus did know that 
very thing. He knew her heart 
and knew the message to give her. 
In this case, again the gift of a 
prophet was the _ supernatural 
anointing and enablement which 
prepared Jesus to speak to each 
individual the message needed, a 
message in supernatural power, a 
message directly from God. Spirit- 
filleq witnessing it was. 

Again, we can tell what the 
gift of prophecy means by the 
New Testament prophet, Agabus, 
who is twice mentioned in the New 


that ‘owneth this girdle, and 

shall deliver him into the 

hands of the Gentiles.” 

This was a message of the Holy 
Spirit, a divine revelation. It was 
in this case again a revelation of 
the future. But the important 
thing is that it was a message 
given by the Holy Ghost, not in 
the power of wisdom of men. It 
was not an exposition of the Bible. 
It was not preaching. It was com- 
poseq of only one sentence. It 
was addressed to Paul and one or 
two others, not a church congrega- 
tion. ‘ 

It is important to note that 
Agabus spoke to Paul and his 
companions when he prophesied 
and was not giving an address 
before the church. When people 


“prophesy, who is it that smote 
thee?” they did not mean that He 
was to preach a sermon, When 
the Pharisee saiq that if Jesus 
were a prophet, He would know 
that the woman who wept over 
His feet was a sinner, he did not 
refer to the preaching of a Ser- 
mon. The New Testament clearly 
forbids a woman to take a place 
of authority or leadership in the 
church, and says that a woman 
is to remain silent, and so could 
not preach in the official public 
proclamation of the gospelI to 
mixed congregations. But women 
can prophesy. That is, they may 
speak to individuals in the power 
of the Holy Spirit, if they be filled 
with the Spirit and have light and 
instruction from Gog as to what te 
say to individuals. 


Incidentally, the prophetesses in 


both the Old Testament and the 
New Testament did not preach. 
There is no hint that Deborah 
preached. She gave a message 
from God to Barak. She judged 
individual cases as people brought 
their problems to her, and God 
gave her His answer to their 
problems by the fullness of the 
Holy Spirit. 


So prophecy does not mean 
simply preaching. It means a wit- 
ness, whether public or private, 
in the power of the Holy Spirit, in 
the fullness of the Spirit, a mes- 
sage that God has particularly 
given for the ones who hear. It 
may be a foretelling of the future, 
or it may not foretell the future. 
But always it gives a message 
from God to those present, and 
gives it in the mighty power of 


Holy Spirit.
